Washington, July 30— (AP)—American planner* are looking for- 


ward to years of tension between the west and Russia. 


General Omar N. Bradley, army chief of staff, said this clearly 


in his statement to the house foreign affairs committee yesterday. 


He waa urging congress to approve speedily this country!* plan 


to arm western Europe against any Russian attack. And he said: 


With our allies, strong or weak, 


as they may be, we face a long 
period of tension. 


"Now that the Atlantic 
pact 


has been formed we can surely 
anticipate that any aggressor (he 
didn't name Russia) will 
alter- 


nately press and quell the crises, 
hoping to hold the signatory pow- 
ers in perpetual irresolution." 


Arming Takes Time 


But how . long will it take to 


£irm western Europe? 
Defense 


secretary Johnson told the same 
committee about four 
of

years. 


So, if the plan starts this year, 


western Europe should be pretty 
well armed by 1953 or 1954. 


This doesn't mean that by then 


the armies of 
western 
Europe 


would be strong enough to defeat 
Russia, if she attacked. 


It means—according to Ameri- 


can planners—that western Eu- 
rope would be strong enough to 
hold off the early stages of an 
a* tack until this country could go 
to its defense.

"We haven't been sold yet," a 


Democrat added. 


'The committee has held only 


two days of hearings so far. And 
members sai&they probably won't 
get into details until later. 


All three witnesses who have 


testified in public session stressed 
the importance of the program to 


the defense of the United States. 
They said it is needed to make 
friendly 
foreign nations strong 


enough to resist military aggres- 
sion. 


The three witnesses were Secre- 


tary of State Acheson, Secretary 
of Defense Johnson, and Gen. 
Omar N. Bradley. 
Bradley is 


army chief of ataff. 
The other 


joint chiefs are Gen. Vandenberg 
for the air force and Adm. Louis 
B. Denfield for the navy. 


Long Range Plan 


Johnson told the committee he 


thinks the arms program may 
have to run four or five years. 
But he emphasized that United 
States military personnel will not 
be kept abroad as part of the 
program except for training and 
technical missions. 


Many committee members are 


advocating an interim program 
about half as big as the president 
wants. They said they want time 
to find out just how much it is 
going to cost and how long the 
program will last.

Midwest Has Cool Breezes 


But the East Still 
Suffers 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Cooling breezes fanned out over 


the 
heat-weary 
midwest 
and 


headed into the sweltering eastern 
states today as the death toll from 
the oppressive weather mounted to 
more than 75. 


The fresh Canadian air broke 


the week-long spell of hot and 
sticky weather over the central 
«tates- yesterday and last night. It 
was moving eastward from 15 to 
20 miles an hour and was expected 
to cover the eastern heat belt to- 
night. The Federal Weather bu- 
reau at Chicago did not expect 
much of the cool air to drift into 
the hot southern states. 


But it looked like another day 


of hot weather for most of the 
eastern states, extending the heat 
wave to two weeks in some areas. 
With the arrival of the welcome 
'cool air, it was a pleasant mid- 
summer day in the central plains, 
the upper Mississippi valley and 
the upper Great Lakes region. No 
90-degree temperatures were in 
prospect and there was a sharp 
reduction in humidity. The torrid 
eastern states can expect similar 
pleasant weather tonight and to- 
morrow, Federal forecasters said. 


Chicago Gets Relief 


The mercury was in the upper 


60's in Chicago early today after 
a week of hot and humid weather. 


The death toll in the eastern 


states mounted as temperatures 
soared into the 90's and broke 
records for the date yesterday. 
There were scores of prostrations. 
Business establishments in many 
cities closed and sent employees 
home because of the sizzling heat. 


President Truman was among 


the thousands in Washington who 
sought relief from the blazing sun. 
He and his staff left the 96.2 
degree capital temperatures for 
more comfortable weather at a 
mountain-top hideaway in Mary- 
land. 
Some 70,000 government 


employes were sent home early 
because of the heat. 


Yesterday's 
96.2 reading 
in 


Washington 
equalled 
Tuesday's 


mark—the high for the year and 
the fifth consecutive day the mer- 
cury climbed above 95 in the cur- 
rent two-week heat spell. 
Five 


deaths caused indirectly by the 
heat were reported yesterday and 
there 
were 
nine 
heat 
deaths 


Thursday. At least 18 persons suf- 
fered prostrations. The July av- 
erage temperature has exceeded 
the 80.8 high record for recent 
years, set in 1934, and is within 
a few fractions of the highest on 
record, 81.1 degrees in 1872. 


New York Suffers 


New York City had another siz- 


zler Friday. The 97.8 reading was 
the hottest July 29 on record, and 
topped the previous high of 95.5 
in 1892. It was the third consecu- 
tive day of above-90 readings. The 
mercury probably will hit around 
the 90 mark again today.. Five 
heat deaths have been reported in 
the last two days. 


The current 13-day hot spell in 


the Philadelphia area has indi- 
rectly caused the deaths of 37 per- 
sons, the highest total for any 
heat wave in 10 years. Yesterday's 
high was listed as 96 by the U. S. 
weather bureau, the same mark 
as posted for Boston. Thunder- 
showers were forecast for Penn- 


Bail Jumping 


Takes Money 


Washington, D. C. — (AP) — 


Jumping bail can be expensive, as 
in the Gerhart Eisler case, for the 
people who put up the bail. But 
those who furnished Eisler's bail 
aren't in so bad a hole as they 
would have been once. 


Under old English law, bailers 


were personally responsible if the 
defendant was not on hand. They 
were jailed and given whatever 
punishment 
would 
have 
been 


meted out to the defendant. - 


Now the only required bail is 


money or a bond. But the obliga- 
tions and rights of bailers are still 
regarded very seriously by the 
courts. The bailer becomes, in ef- 
fect, the jailer of the person for 
whom he has furnished bond. 


He can take him into custody 


any- time he deems it necessary. If 
he fears the man will flee he can 
put handcuffs on him and turn 
him over to the police. If the 
defendant has fled, the bailer caji 
go after him and arrest him just 
like a policeman. 


Moat bailers are professional 


bondsmen. They make their living 
furnishing- bail to defendant* in 
criminal cases. In most jurisdic- 
tions they have to be approved. 
The court must be satisfied that 
they are financially able to furnish 
bond and are law abiding, reput- 
able citizens. 


They frequently offer the only 


hope of a prisoner's being released 
from jail pending his trial. If the 
judge won't release a. prisoner on 
his own recognizance (without 
bail], he has few alternatives. 


If the court has said it will free 


him provided he furnishes a cer- 
tain amount of bail, he can do one 
of four things: deposit his own 
cash with the court or give a lien 
on real estate he owns; get a 
friend to post cash or a bond; 
engage a professional bondsman, 
or get a surety company to furn- 
ish bail.

Panels were applied in clapboard style with a 
strip of lath placed under each course to deepen the 


shadow line.

High Tension 'Success1 Is Costly 


We've been hearing for years that many of our top busi- 


ness executives kill themselves with the strain of overwork. 
Perhaps most of us have felt this situation was just an un- 
fortunate accompaniment of modern living about which noth- 
ing could be done. 


But now comes a suggestion that this tense pace is 


neither normal nor necessary, even for today. Writing in 
Collier's magazine, Howard Whitman quotes psychiatrists as 
declaring it is an abnormal, neurotic drive rather than brains, 
energy or ambition that leads a man to punish himself with 
work and possibly "succeed himself to death." 


Business leaders can amass plenty of evidence to support 


their contention that their problems and burdens have 
mounted to dizzy heights in the past two decades, and that 
their own tensions have risen in proportion. The doctors, 
however, decline to admit that most executives have to work 
as hard as they often do. • 


.They insist that the men who let work dominate their 


lives are out of balance in some way. They say some have 
a distorted idea of life that allows no place for fun and rest. 
Some men simply don't know how to use free time and tie 
themselves to work to avoid boredom. 'Others are ridden by 
fears—of failure, and competing executives, of insecurity 
they often can't define. So these high voltage individuals 
focus so hard on making a living that they forget all about 
making a life. They deprive their families of badly needed 
companionship and guardianship. 
They lose the matchless 


riches of leisure, the fulfillment of spiritual wants that can't 
be satisfied in the grubbing world of work. And into the 
bargain, they kill themselves. In so doing, they rob business 
of brain power, training and leadership. 


Thus they defeat the very purposes for which they are 


supposedly slaving. The doctors' advice to business execu- 
tives is to grow up, to stop racing each other to the grave 
and grasping for the symbols of life instead of life itself. 


Any sensible person would be likely to agree with Dr. 


Leo H. Bartemeier of Detroit, whom Whitman quotes as fol- 
lows: 
"The grown-up man has his prestige and security 


within him. He doesn't have to make a million dollars. He 
doesn't need the biggest car. His joy comes from being a 
person, a fully realized human being."

Today I want to carry that point 


farther. 
If your opponent opens 


the bidding, as South did today, 
and you (sitting West) hold four 
of his trumps, the first question 
you must ask yourself is, "Do I 
want to bid at all?"

completely satisfactory. 
I have 


not heard a single complaint. If 
nothing else, it is worthwhile in 
giving the new mother a chance 
to conserve her strength." 


There are other advantages, too. 
When it's difficult to find a 


formula that agrees with baby, 
your cupboard may be crowded 
•with various products once tried 
and discarded. The formula serv- 
ice can provide a new batch with- 
in an hour.
